ol Pennsylvania school districts 
in order to lower the cost of edu- 
cation gets underway in earnest 
here October 10 and 11 a.t state- 
wide citizens' conference called 
by Dr. James N. Rule, state sup- 
erintendent of public 
instruc- 


tion. 
Upwards of 2,000 delegates are ex- 


pected to attend the conference at 
which state educational officials will 
seek to organize public opinion be- 
hind their drive to pare the number 
of the state's more than 2500 •school 
districts, each now le^ing 
their 


separate taxes. 
Although Dr. Rule has for the past 


several years' pleaded for a reduc- 
tion in the number of districts and 
their consolidation into larger units, 
the net result has been only two 
such mergers in the past year. 


Some Opposition 


Officials in the 
smaller 
school 
districts appear loathe to accept the 
state's suggestions for consolidation 
and as a result Dr. Rule has called 
a conference of public spirited citi- 
zens who will be asked to carry his 
message "back home" and press the 
campaign locally. 
"Recent depression conditions 


have exposed the inefficient 
and 


costly 'horse and buggy era' methods 
of school district organization and 
administration that have been in 
operation for a full century," Dr. 
Rule said. 
"Conditions have also revealed an 


unbalanced and inadequate system 
of school support. 


"The public has come to see the 


advisibility for legislation that will 
correct somo of the out-grown tra- 
ditions and customs." 
Dr. Rule contends that 
smaller 


districts Tiave been forced to accept 
Inefficient educational standards be- 
cause of the lack of funds and that 
the consolidation of such units into 
larger districts will greatly enhance 
educational opportunities for Penn- 
sylvania children at the same time 
decreasing the cost. 


Would Aid Taxpayers 


He declares consolidation will re- 


sult in a reduction in the state's edu- 
cational tax levies that will bring 
relief to many over-burdened tax- 
payers.

SMALL DISTRICTS 


MAY BE COMBINED

HARRISBURG, Oct. 9.—With 
public co-operation promised, 
the drive to reduce the number 
of Pennsylvania school districts 
in order to lower the cost of edu- 
cation gets underway in earnest 
here October 10 anfl 11 at state- 
wide citizens' conference called 
by Dr. James N. Kule, state sup- 
erintendent of public instruc- 
tion. 
Upwards of 2,000 delegates are ex- 


pected to attend the conference at 
which state educational officials will 
seek to organize public opinion be- 
hind their drive to pare the number 
of the state's more than 2500 •school 
districts, -each now levying their 
separate taxes. 
Although Dr. Rule has for the past 
several years' pleaded for a reduc- 
tion in the number of districts and 
their consolidation into larger units, 
the net result has been only two 
such mergers in the past year. 


Some Opposition 


Officials in the 
smaller school 
districts appear loathe to accept the 
state's suggestions for consolidation 
and as a result Dr. Rule has called 
a conference of public spirited citi- 
zens who will be asked to carry his 
message "back home" and press the 
campaign locally. 
"R e c e n t depression conditions 


have exposed the inefficient 
and 


costly 'horse and buggy era' methods 
of school district organization and 
administration that have been. in 
operation for a full century," Dr. 
Rule said.

ment that "the revolution has failed 
completely," more fighting was re 
ported from the Asturias section, 
Barcelona, Valencia, Oviedo, and 
smaller provincial points. 
Reports from Barcelona said that 


warships shelled dock sheds where 
syndicalists and anarchists were 
hiding, burning forty to death. 
Twenty were killed in street fight- 
ing.Luis Companys, ex-president of 
the Catalonian parliament, and lead- 
er in the ascession of that province, 
has been sentenced to death by a 
court martial sitting aboard his 
prison ship, the cruiser Uruguay, off 
Barcelona. The cabinet is expected 
to confirm the court's findings today. 


So far there have been no execu-

kidnaping case," said Foley. 
Before leaving for Trenton, Foley 


will .attend a luncheon being ten- 
dered Governor Herbert Lehman, of 
New York, and it was assumed the 
district attorney would discus the 
extradition procedure with the gov- 
ernor. 
The district attorney revealed the 
details of how Colonel Charles A. 
Lindbergh identified the 
voice of 


Hauptmann in his office on Sept.

Foley said there were 15 or 20 


persons in the room, among whom 
was Colonel Lindbergh disguised in 
dark glasses and a cap. 
Hauptmann walked up and down

has arisen, "just how many votes 
are possible in Lawrence County." 
The answer seems to indicate not 
less than 46,000 and possibly more, 
judging from the total registered in 
the rural districts. 


Totals on the rural registration 


show that 23,076 men and women 
are on the registry books of the 
boros and townships. This is prob- 
ably every voter with a few scatter- 
ing exceptions. Assuming that New 
Castle has as many people as the 
balance of the county there would 
be no less than that in New Castle. 
Hence the total vote possible in the 
county runs over. 46,000. 


Nothing like this has ever been 


cast in the history of the county. 
In 1928 the total vote ran close to 
27,500, and even this high total was 
short nearly 19,000, judging from the 
figures available. Like then- city 
cousins the rural residents do not 
get out and vote on election day, 
the average vote of the rural dis- 
tricts being 13,000. 


In New Castle the 
registration 
shows better than. 13,500 this year. 
Considered a good registration by 
many, but actually only about 60 
per cent of the possible total. On 
election day the number voting, will 
be under that of the registration so 
that it seems safe to estimate that 
the vote cast on election day will 
be fifty per cent or under, of the 
possible voting total.

Pennsylvania is to begin a brand 
new experiment In governmental 
relief distribution in this state, 
the cash dole. 
The experiment will be initiated 


u-ith the 75,000-odd families on re- 
lief rolls in Philadelphia, with the 
possibility that if the plan works it 
may be broadened to include other 
ports of the state. 
Agitation for cash relief instead 


of food, fuel and clothing orders has 
been insistent since the beginning 
of governmental relief. Demands 
have come from many directions, 
growing louder with the passage of 
time. 
Cite Advantages 


Officials of the state emergency 


relief board cite three advantages 
of the cash dole over the present 
supply order system they are: 


1. Cash relief gives more inde- 
pendence to the individual family 
and permits personal management 
of the family budget. 
2. Cash relief is less expensive to 


distribute because it eliminates the 
necessity of a large clerical force to 
handle orders for food, fuel, clothing, 
shoes and medical treatment. 
3. Cash relief will permit, for the 
first time, partial payment of rents 
to help relieve the burden of land- 
lords who have had their properties 
occupied by indigent families, at an 
actual loss to the owners who receive 
no revenue but must meet taxes and 
water rents. 
Mechanically, the new setup for 


Vbiladelphia has not reached the 
point yet where It can be determined 
how much cash the average family 
•will receive. 


On Basis Of Minimum Needs 
Payments will be made on n basis 


of minimum needs, taking into con- 
sideration whatever income the In- 
dividual family may have in addi- 
tion to relief and the number of 
persons in the family. It is expected, 
however, that payments will 
be 


tvniple to permit many families to 
make partial rent payments to meet 
their landlords' taxes and other fix- 
ed expenses. 
Possibly the most often advanced 


nrRumont ngtiinst cash relief is the 
expression of fear that the reci- 
pients, will nialodmlnster the ex- 
penditure of their money so that 
they will not be properly cared for. 


Relief officials 
have countered 


with the reply that a few families 
now receiving supply orders sell or 
trade articles obtained in this way

non-essential 


things. This applies only to a hand- 
ful of cases in the average county 
and relief officials btiieve this hand- 
ful represents about the portion who 
would not judiciously handle cash 
payments.

from a summary conviction before 
an alderman, Judge Hildebrand has 
landed down an opinion in which 
it is found that the evidence did not 
warrant a conviction of malicious 
mischief and the defendant is dis- 
charged. The case was one in which 
Smith had cut down a hedge fence 
between his property and that of 
Edna Maxler, a neighbor, who 
brought a charge of malicious mis- 
chief.

Agitation for cash relief instead 
of food, fuel a n d clothing orders has 
b e e n insistent since the beginning

relief. 
Demands 
have co m e from many 
directions, 
growing louder with the passage of 
time. 
Cite Advantages 
Officials of the state emergency 
relief board cite three advantages 
of the cash dole over the present 
supply order system they are: 
1. Cash relief gives 
more 
inde­ 
pendence to the individual family 
and permits personal management 
of the family budget. 
2. Cash relief is less expensive to 
distribute because it eliminates the 
necessity of a large clerical force to 
handle orders for food, fuel, clothing, 
shoes and medical treatm ent. 
3. Cash relief will permit, for the 
first time, partial payment of rents 
to help relieve the burden of land­ 
lords who have had their properties 
occupied by indigent families, at an 
actual loss to the owners who receive 
no revenue but must meet taxes and 
water rents. 
Mechanically, the new setup for 
ftuladelphU has not reached the 
point yet where It can be determined 
how much cash the average family 
will receive. 
On Basis Of Minimum Needs 
Payments will be made on a basis 
ol minimum needs, taking into con­ 
sideration whatever income the in­ 
dividual family may have in addi­ 
tion to relief and the 
number 
of 
persons in the family. It is expected, 
however, that payments 
will 
be 
ample to permit many families to 
make partial rent payments to meet 
their landlords’ taxes and other fix­ 
ed rxijrnses 
possibly the most often advanced 
argument against cash relief is the

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 9— Rodney 
R. Hickman 31 year old jobless 
chemist died today from a self-ad- 
ministered potent poison concoction 
despite the efforts of doctors to save 
his life. 


"You can't save me. I'm going to 


die" Hickman taunted doctors as 
they worked over him in Presbyter- 
ian hospital yesterday. 
"I know all about poison. When I 


took this stuff, I made sure no doc- 
tors will fix me up. Inside of three 
days I'll be dead." 


Pitting their knowledge of reme- 
dies against Hickman's familiarity 
with deadly chemical poisons, doc- 
tors worked all day to save his life 
whie Hickman defied them. 


Hickman told police that he had 


been out of work 16 months. "I go 
fed up with all of it. I've 
had 


enough of l}fe" he explained. 


Sunday night he purchased the 


poisons with his last money, went to 
his. room and 'compounded the drug 
which killed him. 


The young chemist's case closely 
paralleled the attempted suicide o: 
John Ii. Bauer, youthful chemist of 
Pittsburgh. Bauer recently swallow- 
ed a self-concocted "poison" and 
went to a Massachusetts hospita 
defying doctors to save him — they 
did.

crease the sale of its goods here 
in return for its promise to continue 
making payments on the Dawes and 
Young loans. 


Secretary Hull, however, has de- 


lined to enter such discussions on 
the ground that Germany has no 
right to utilize debt payments due 
American investors to obtain trade 
concessions. 


Meanwhile, American holders of 


more than $1,030,000,000 worth of 
German government bonds of all 
kinds faced not only the loss of cur- 
rent interest payments but little 
prospect of any payments in the 
near future.
